(“But it actually was designed 
to dive 13,000 feet, and it’s done 
that,” ‘Houot said. “We hope 
now to construct another craft 
for a deeper dive in the Pa- 
cific.”) 

Houot and Willm used one of 
Piccard’s old bathyscaphes, given 
to the French by the Belgian 
navy. It performs something 
like a free balloon, only in the 
opposite direction. It operates 
from a mother ship to which it 
is not attached, navigating freely 
when submerged by using small 
electric motors. The plunge area 
/was evacuated of surface craft, 
but two Sunderiand flying boats 
hovered over the spot. 

Metal weights held to the 
bathyscaphe’s hull by magnets 
take the strange vessel down. 
When its navigators are ready

Mrs. Winter is the wife of 
Carl. Winter, one of 11 top- 
flight Communists convicted in 
the first conspiracy trial under 
the Smith Act in 1949. He is 
now serving a five-year term 
imposed by Judge Harold R.

ROME, Feb. 16 (AP)—Italy’s

Police in red riot jeeps dashed 
into a crowd of several hundred 
demonstrators as they marched 
through busy Via del Corso.

. The strike was staggered in 
timing. Bakers banked their 
fires. at midnight and only yes- 
terday’s hard bread was avail- 
able. At 8:30 a.m. busses and 
street cars halted in the first of 
two shutdowns, of two and one- 
half hours each. Sufficient 
busses continued to operate to 
avoid a complete tieup. Indus- 
trial workers were ordered to 
quit for the day at 11 a.m.

“We cannot say what the Gov- 
ernment’s eventual loss will be 
in connection with present in- 
ventories and loans” on Govern- 
ment-supported commodities, he 
said, ; 

But with the Commodity Cred- 
it Corp. already holding nearly 
seven billion..dollars worth of 
stored farm produce, and car- 
rying a loss reserve of~$750,- 
000,000, Benson said ‘ultimate 
losses might be large.” 

“They could be staggering un- 
less we head in a different di- 
rection,” he added. 

House Hearing. os 
‘Benson's views were set fort 
in a defense of the Administra- 
tion’s flexible price support 
program during an embattled, 
closed-door appearance before 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee last month. The record 

was made public yesterday. 

Under an unusually severe 
cross-examination, Benson was 
accused of fostering “a consumer 
program” rather than a program 
of protected high prices for the 
farmer.

LEISCHER refuses to rec-

In a paragraph explaining 


“In these records, when a 
fighter has been stopped 
whether by tossing in the 
sponge, through the action of 
a referee, because of injuries 
or any cause other than foul- 
ing, the editor has placed 
‘KO’ to the credit of the 
victor, Under the rules of 
boxing when a fighter is 
halted, he loses by a knock- 
out. There’s no such thing as 
a ‘technical knockout,’ though 
some states record a bout 
stopped as a T.K.O. even when 
a fighter is defiriitely knocked 
out though the count over him 
has not been completed.” 

Fleischer has explained this 
stand of his, privately, saying: 

“Knocked out does not 
mean, necessarily, that a man 
is knocked unconscious, but 
rather that he is knocked out 
of action. That's why I con- 
tend there is no such thing 
as a technical knockout. If a 
man is foreed to withdraw 
either through his own action 
or that of an official, he is 
knocked out of action, there- 
fore he is knocked out.”

“The judges and referee 
judge the fight on both round- 
by-round scoring and point 
scoring. If a fight ends in a 
draw so- far as rounds scored 
are concerned, then the offi- 
cial records a winner based 
on the point score. Here is 
how Col. Eddie Eagan’s sys- 
tem works: 

“Numbers from one to four 
are used as listed below. The 
points one to four, take into 
account all of the elements 
that go into winning a round— 
clean hitting, effective aggres- 
siveness and defense. 

“(1) one point is scored for 
the boxer winning the round 
by a shade, zero for the loser. 

“(2) when the round is a 
clean win, two points will be 
credited to the winner and 
zero for the loser. 

(3) if it is a one-sided 
round, the winner will receive 
three points and the loser 
none. Three points are also 
awarded if a fighter scores a 


knockdown is well out in 
front. 
“(4) If it is a one-sided 


round, plus more than one 
knock down the winner of the 
round will receive four 
points.” 

This is the way New York 
officials operate but the Na- 
tional Boxing Association with 
which nearly all of the rest 
of the states in the union are 
affiliated does differently. 

At its convention last year 
it adopted the Minnesota 
method in which the winner 
of a round gets ten points and 
the loser a lesser number de- 
pending upon the margin of 
difference. An even round is 
scored ten points for each 
man.

RAIDS LIBRARY OF 
US. IN CALCUTTA 


Books Burned, Windows 
Smashed — 10,000 
Fight Police Trying to 
Break Up Strike. 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 16 (AP)— 
A. violent Communist-led. mob 
attacked the United States In- 
formation Administration library 
in the heart of Calcutta tonight 
as an outgrowth of a teachers’ 
strike, smashing windows and 
setting fire to the library, ac- 
co'ding to telephone reports 
reaching New Delhi. 

Reports to the United States 
embassy here from Thomas J. 
Needham of New York, consu- 
late public affairs officer in Cal- 
cutta, said police used tear gas 
in their effort to control the 
demonstrators. The mob surged 
into the USIA offices on busy 
Chowringhee street, destroying 
books and pamphlets and smash- 
ing padlocked doors, Needham 
said, 

These reports said there were 
no injuries among American per- 
sonnel in the offices as a result 
of Needham’s action in dismiss- 
ing both American and native 
employes when the situation in 
the area became tense. 

B. R. Mitter, an Indian em- 
ploye of the United States li- 
brary said the mob pulled books 
from the library shelves and 
set them on fire, The blaze 
was quickly controlled. 

(The United Press said the 
demonstration. was eontrolled 
after two hours. It quoted po- 
lice as saying hundreds of per- 
sons were injured.) 

The trouble started when po- 
lice used tear gas to break up 
a march of 10,000 demonstrators 


FRENCH ATTACK 
REDS ON 2 ILLS 


Claim: Rebels Suffer 
‘Heavy Losses’ and 
Concede Own Casual- 
ties Are High. 


HANOI, Indochina, Feb. 16 
(AP) — French Union forces 
broke out of their northwest 
fortress of Dien Bien Phu today 
to battle encircling Vietminh 
troops on two hill positions. They 
claimed they inflicted “heavy 
losses” on the Communist-led 
enemy and admitted “appreci- 
able losses” on their side. 

Gen. Rene Cogny tired of 
waiting for the 36,000 Vietminh 
to attack and sent 4000 to 5000 
men against: the entrenched 
rebels.

The garrison 
was reinforced three days ago 
by a battalion of parachute 
troops, 

The French said the Vietminh 
forces around Muong Sai num- 
ber “more than two battalions.” 
They said the main body of the 
rebel invaders remained in the

Infuriated by this police

HIGHLY intelligent young man with sparse black hair and a 
faintly worried expression is a symbol of the new conservatism 
of President Eisenhower, He is Roswell Burchard Perkins, 
who has been nominated, at the tender age of 27, to be Assistant 


Secretary of the Department of ee stebapicth and vee, 


The story of his rapid rise is 
interesting. 

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare was cre- 
ated by this Republican Adminis- 
tration, yet it is, ironically, a 
monument to the New Deal. The 
social legislation of the last 20 
years is what gives the depart- 
ment its reason for existence. 

Soon after they took office, 
Secretary Oveta Culp Hobby and 
Under Secretary Nelson Rocke- 
feller found themselves wander- 
ing in a jungle of this New Deal 
and Fair Deal legislation. Last 
December, Rockefeller therefore 
sent a hurry call to New York 
for a legal technician capable of 
charting the jungle. Perkins, 
three years out of law school, 
was tapped for the job. 


Got Little Attention. 


No one paid much attention to 
him when he arrived. He was not 
even assigned a secretary—and 
in the Washington officialdom a 
secretary-less official is at the 
very bottom, 

Perkins quietly called for all 
the social legislation passed since 
Roosevelt was first sworn in, col- 
lected a large library of books 
on the subject, and shut himself 
up in a tiny office. By the time 
he emerged, he knew just about 
all there was to know about 
social legislation. This rapidly 
made him the department’s in- 
dispensable man. 

Perkins denies that he is in 
any .sense the chief architect of 
the Eisenhower social program. 
He says he merely reported ob- 
jectively the pros and cons of 
each given piece of legislation 
to Mrs. Hobby and Rockefeller. 
‘However that may be, the Eisen- 
‘héwer social program very ac- 
curately reflects the pragmatic 
conservatism of the youthful 
lassistant secretary-elect. 
| Decidedly a Conservative. 

{ Perkins is most decidedly a 
‘eonservative. His two great in- 
'terests are the Harvard football 
‘team, on which he played not 
‘long ago, and the Republican 
(party. He is proud that he is 
directly descended from Dr. 
‘Samuel Burchard, the Repub- 
lican divine who unwisely de- 
scribed the Democratic party as, 
the party of “Rum, Romanism 
and Rebellion,” thereby costing 
James G. Blaine the election; 
but, unlike that of his ancestor, 
the conservatism of Roswell 
Burchard Perkins is coolly prac- 
tical. So is the thinking behind 
the Eisenhower social program. 
Some Republicans, of course, 


conservative at all, but a New 
Deal plot. The program pro- 
poses, after all, a sharp increase 
in social security payments, and

Yet, as a practical political 
matter, the aged and disabled 
are going to be helped by the 
Government, whatever party is 
in power. What makes the dif- 
ference is the way they are 
helped. 


Two Ways to Help. 

Two ways of helping them 
exist. - The first is direct relief. 
This is currently costing state 
and. federal taxpayers $2,300,- 
000,000 a year. The second way 
is the social insurance system, 
currently distributing more than 
three billion dollars a year in 
relief. Because it is based on 
the insurance principle, this sec- 
ond way costs the overburdened 
income taxpayer nothing at all. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s decision to expand social 
security while gradually con- 
tracting direct relief recognizes 
the practical realities, but it is 
also, by the practical test of 
“who pays”? a deeply conserva- 
tive decision. It is, indeed, no 
accident that social insurance 
was the brain-child of Germa- 
ny’s Bismarck and the British 
Tories. What is astonishing is 
that the system has been con- 
sistently and fiercely attacked 
by the conservative interests in 
this country 

The fact is that many Ameri- 
can conservatives have been al- 
most’ as blindly indoctrinated as 
the Marxists themselves, and 
thus it has sometimes seemed 
that the United States is inca- 
pable of producing a sensible, 
rational conservatism. This is

A Matter of Confidence? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

No doubt there will be many 
opinions and analyses of the results 
of the bond issue election in- St. 
Louis county; however, the follow- 
ing facts are apparent: 

1. County voters marked their 
ballots with careful discrimination. 


2. They are willing to pay for 
health measures which they con- 
sider necessary, as well as for im- 
provements in election procedures. 


3. No single group influenced per- 
ceptibly or dominated the decisions 
of the voters. - 


It is possible that the rejection of 
three items in the proposed bond 
issue indicates a lack of confidence 
in the county government. The peo- 
ple have shown many times in school 
and municipal elections that they 
are willing to pass bond issues re- 
quiring a two-thirds majority and 
increase their taxes when they are 
confident that these funds will be 

° wisely and carefully administered. 


There is one direct method of 
establishing confidence in the county 
government and that is by amend- 
ments to the county charter. Illus- 
trative of such amendments are: 


1. The merit system should be 
extended to cover all employes of 
the county. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that the em- 
ployes of the Health and Hospital 
departments are under the merit sys- 
tem and these propositions passed. 
In the case of the courthouse and 
the highways the employes are not 
under the merit system and these 
propositions failed. 


2. The positions such as Highway 
Engineer and Assessor, requiring 
technical training, should be filled 
by appointment based on qualifica- 
tions instead of election by popular 
vote as at present. 


3. The position of County Super- 
visor also requires training and ex- 
perience and should be filled by ap- 
pointment on the basis of merit. 


4. The Citizens’ Committee on 
Law Enforcement in St. Louis county 
is studying the law enforcement 
agencies. A charter amendment 
could improve such offices as the 
Sheriff's. 


It has been suggested that a new 
bond issue election be held for the 
propositions that failed. Before do- 
ing this, why not correct what is 
really wrong with the county gov- 
ernment? And that is the charter. 


After these steps have been taken 
to restore the confidence of the 
voters in their county government, 
we are sure that the bond issue 
could be resubmitted and approved.

Who Is the Target? 

The editorial reprinted from the New York 
Herald Tribune in today’s Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion deserves a wide reading, It deserves a wide 
reading because of what it says and also because 
of the source. For the Herald Tribune started its 
“draft Eisenhower’ movement in 1951. It was 
the President’s major supporter in the ranks of 
Republican journalism at the 1952 convention 
and in the subsequent campaign. 

What is the explanation of the “extreme par- 
tisanship”—to use the description of Senator 
Knowland of California in his St. Louis address 
—of leading Republican speakers in the 10 days 
or so leading up to Lincoln’s birthday? Was the 
-vituperation to set the tone for the 1954 congres- 
sional campaign against the Democrats? That 
course is a strong possibility. It may be that’. 
this was a trial run, an autumnal preview even 
before the end of winter. 

There is also the possibility that the real tar- 
get here is not the Democratic opposition so 
much as it is President Eisenhower himself. It is 
altogether possible that this charge of “20 years 
of treason” against the Democrats is intended 
in the long run to advance the extreme reaction- 
aries in the Republican party at the expense of 
the President and the Republican progressives 
who are trying to reshape the G.O.P. 3 

If the Democrats were the target this would 
hardly be the time to bombard them as so many 
traitors. If the Jenners and McCarthys were try- 
ing to help President Eisenhower get his pro- 
gram through Congress, they would be keeping 
quiet in the hope that the Democrats would gen- 
erously provide the votes needed from the 
minority side to assure passage. 

Then after the Eisenhower program got 
through Congress, the Republicans would open 
up on the Democrats in the fall. That would be 
the strategy of the ingrate but it would make 
sense as a partisan maneuver. 

But on the other hand, if President Eisenhower 
is the McCarthy-Jenner target, then this is the 
perfect time to hurl out these obviously untruth- 
ful allegations. For, there is the possibility that 
the continued slurring will goad the Democrats 
into withholding support from the White House’s 
progressive measures which the Republican Old 
Guard opposes anyway. If the Democrats with- 
hold their support, the Eisenhower program will 
fail and the extremists in the Republican party 
will try to take over. 

The Jenner-Bricker-Welker-McCarthy cabal did 
all it could to keep Dwight D. Eisenhower from 
being nominated. Such support as it gave him 
was primarily to help keep its own kind in 
the Senate. If there is a plot to depreciate the 
President in favor of the cabal, the Republican 
National Committee has helped it by sponsor- 
ing and preparing the incendiary speeches. 
About this we do not know. We only say that 
the signs are most suspicious. 

From out here on the Mississippi river bank, 
it looks to us as if the real target is the Presi- 
dent.

Frederick Lewis Allen was 30 years younger 
than Bliss Perry, yet it seems quite appropriate 
to bring their names together in an elegiac para- 
graph or two.

Bliss Perry, however, was a small-town boy, 
born in Williamstown in sight of Greylock, the 
mountain he never forgot, while Allen was a Bos- 
ton boy, a pavement walker who went on his way 
to the even bigger city of New York. There he 
became editor of Harper’s and wrote the books— 
“Only Yesterday” and “Since Yesterday”— in 
which he examined this frantic city-dominated 
culture of ours and found beneath its hardness 
and hurry a compassion and a responsibility of 
man for man. Politicians of devouring ambition 
these days revile this humanity, but so long as 
it remains the essence of the true American 
spirit there will be a high place in the world for 
this nation. 

Born in the Berkshires in 1860, Bliss Perry 
knew this spirit well. For him Thoreau and Em- 
erson were not dusty books on the high shelf. He 
understood them and all large-souled men, and 
he introduced them as models and friends to 
thousands of students, first at Williams and 
Princeton, and then for a quarter-century at 
Harvard. 

Frederick Allen used the high-speed press to 
spread his word. Bliss Perry met with his pupils 
just as old Socrates did. Each was master of his 
method. But Frederick Allen might well have 
joined Bliss Perry when the favorite of the Yard 
summed up 75 years of life with the admonition: 
“And gladly teach.” 

It is the noble way of filling the years.

Time to Get Moving 

Kansas City has just published its official 
plan for the construction of expressways to serve 
the dual purpose of relieving local traffic con- 
gestion and improving the route of major state- 
federal highways through the city. Twenty miles 
of limited-access thoroughfares, to cost $40,000,- 
000, are planned to be built within the next 10 
or 12 years. 

St. Louis has a similar expressway plan, based 
on the Elliott report. In the two years since 
this plan was adopted, progress toward realiza- 
tion of it has been slowed by continual contro- 
versy over routes of the proposed expressways. 

Both in Kansas City and in St. Louis, the 
major share of the cost of expressway systems 
will be borne by the federaleand state govern- 
ments. In each case, the local government pays 
only for one-half of the cost of acquiring right- 
of-way. All the rest of the cost, both of buying 
land and construction, is met by state and fed- 
eral funds. A certain share of those funds is 
set aside each year for expressway construction 
in Missouri. 

All of which edds up to a clear and explicit 
warning for St. Louis. Now that Kansas City’s 
plan is completed, the likelihood is that any 
state-federal expressway funds not used in St.

Louis will be transferred to Kansas City, There 
is no reason why the state and federal govern- 


ments should hold the funds indefinitely while .

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Peril in Bricker Substitutes, Too 

President Eisenhower's opposition as well as 
extended debate has made clear the undesira- 
bility of the Bricker amendment, Face-saving po- 
litical considerations, however, have set off a 
hunt for a substitute so that the Senator from 
Ohio might somehow have his victory without 
handcuffing the President; 

Missouri's Senator Hennings has now demon- 
strated what a dangerous game this really is. He 
has shown that the much-discussed substitute 
amendment offered by Senator George is, in 
spite of all the Georgia Democrat's protestations, 
almost as dangerous as the Bricker amendment 
itself. Indeed, any addition to the Constitution— 
where no addition is needed—might end in mis- 
chief, intentional or otherwise, 

Senator Hennings has exploded those rather 
veiled allusions to-the so-called Pink case as a 
demonstration of the need for curbing executive 
agreements, This was a complicated business, in 
connection with recognition of Russia in 1933, to 
dispose of the assets of a branch of a Russian 
insurance company which had done business in 
New York since 1907. 

The assets of the branch were assigned to the 
United States by the Soviet Union, which, of 
course, had nationalized insurance companies. 


All American creditors of the company were | 


paid in full, and the remaining money was dis- 
tributed to creditors in England, France and 
elsewhere. 

But the State of New York protested that, 
since its statutes did not recognize nationaliza- 
tion, the assignment by Russia to the United 
States was illegal, and that the subsequent dis- 
tribution also was illegal. The United States Su- 
preme Court ruled, 5-2, that the public policy 
of the United States was superior to the public 
policy of New York. 

If it were otherwise, the President’ would face 
an all but impossible task in dealing with for- 
eign governments. Abuse of his treaty-making 
power is now checked by the requirement of 
Senate ratification. Executive agreements not so 
ratified may be set aside by an Act of Congress. 
And the Supreme Court has always been ready 
to consider whether a treaty or agreement is in 
conformity with the Constitution. 

Thus no constitutional change is needed. As 
Senator Hennings said: ‘The Bricker amendment 
and its substitutes would simply make it more 
difficult for the President” to act—perhaps in 
major emergency. So the Senate would do well 
to stop its constitutional woolgathering. There 
is plenty of work waiting. 
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Commander Carnella Stands Firm 

Members of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in 
Tilinois can take much satisfaction in the sound 
stand of their State Commander, Joseph Carnella 
of Edwardsville, against the witch-hunting iden- 
tified with the VFW post in Norwalk, Conn, 

When the VFW’s national commander, Wayne 
E. Richards of Arkansas City, Kan., backed up 
the plan of the Norwalk post to relay “reports” 
of Communists and subversive persons to the 
FBI, Illinois State Commander Carnella made 
his opposition very clear. He described the proj- 
ect as a “witch hunt” and said he would have 
none of it. 

According to Godfrey Sperling’s account. in 
The Christian Science Monitor, support for Mr. 
Carnella’s stand came quickly from certain VFW 
leaders in Iowa and California. The Illinois State 
Commander aiso enjoyed support, most strategic- 
ally placed, in the backing of Judge Charles S. 
Dougherty of the Chicago Criminal Court, who 
said he would resign from the chairmanship of 
the VFW’s national Americanism Committee if 
the Norwalk plan was persisted in. 


There are few types of organizations which _ 


put as much premium on regularity as do profes- 
sional veterans’ groups. Dissent is held to a mini- 
mum. Advancement goes to those who throw in 
with the existing hierarchy. This only emphasizes 
the courage of Mr. Carnella in taking the posi- 
tion that a veterans’ group should be the first to 
recognize that tale-bearing and informing are 
counter to basic principles of true Americanism. 
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G.0.P. Warning on Strike Votes 

Senator Irving M. Ives has produced perhaps 
the most realistic appraisal of what would hap- 
pen if Congress accepted the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration plan for federally-supervised union 
strike votes. The New York Senator told Repub- 
lican¢ in Buffalo: 


There would be no more collective bar- 
gaining. When a strike threatens, labor lead- 
ers, instead of sitting down at the negotia- 
tion table to work out differences, would be 
out among the members getting votes for 
the strike. And in 99 cases out of 100 they’d 
get them. 


Under a strike vote requirement, Mr. Ives be- 
lieves, unions would feel compelled to vote for 
a strike before beginning serious negotiations 
with management, rather than waiting for nego- 
tiations to break down. Thus a strike threat would 
be imposed on management at the very start. 

Though the strike vote proposition supposedly 
had business sponsorship inside the Administra- 
tion, Senator Ives’s warning explains why some 
business groups, like labor, oppose the idea, 
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From the Neighborhood Up 

It is a characteristic of urban blight that com- 
munities often do not wake up to its creeping 
attack until too late. When the awakening does 
come, only major surgery can be effective. That 
is why redevelopment of areas already engulfed 
by slums is so expensive. 

Residents of the Soldan-Blewett High School 
neighborhood have set a fine example with their 
proposal to organize a conservation and improve- 
ment program before it is too late. They have 
taken the first steps to enlist municipal aid in 
a concerted effort to forestall blight in the area 
west of Kingshighway between Lindell and 
Page boulevards. 

This program starts off with one conspicuous 
advantage, It originates in the neighborhood 
itself, and so ought to tap sources of community 
strength which would be lacking in a program 
imposed from outside. How effectively that 
strength is used will depend, in large part, upon 
the character of the plans which the neighbor- 


hood and the city jointly develop. A purely nega- 


tive defense against blight would not enlist so 
much support as a broad program of construc- 
tive improvement. It is good news, therefore, 
that the Soldan-Blewett area intends to study 
not only housing ‘conditions and zoning viola- 
tions, but possible sites for-small parks or play- 
grounds. Here is planning at its best—city plan- 
ning with a strong base of neighborhood interest 
and initiative. The whole St. Louis community 
has a stake in its success,

Even before he answered the ques- 
tions of newspaper men it was pretty 
obvious that President Eisenhower 
wasn’t liking the degree of embittered 
partisanship which has characterized 
certain recent Republican speeches. 


How could he? He is bent upon put- 
ting across a program he believes to be 
in the interest of the whole American 
people. His formal majorities in the 
Congress are slight, and at almost every 
crucial juncture he 
needs the help of 
Democrats. 

It would be ex- 
tremely poor poli- 
tics — even if on 
other grounds he 
were less averse te 
extremes of parti- 
sanship — to make 
the opposition sec 
mad that it would - 
be tempted to op-

even against it: preferences and its bet- 
ter instincts. 


The limits of permissible partisan- 
ship is a subject which should hardly 
need to be discussed; certainly it should 
not be a matter (as some of the press 
questions seem to suggest) which should 
be subject to explicit orders from the 
White House. 


In this area good sense, sound politi- 
cal habits, the traditional spirit of fair 
play among Americans, ought to set 
their own limits. Moreover, in ordinary 
circumstances some exaggeration and 
even wildness of utterance can be tol- 
erated as an inevitable part of popular 
government. 


As the President pointed out, there 
have been extreme denunciations from 
Washington's time; and political leaders 


have wisely learned to let it run off their 
backs without taking it too seriously. 

The real trouble with many of the 
political attacks being made today is not 
so much their lack of sobriety, or their 
lack of taste; it is that they show an 
element of the Republican party to be 
convinced that by attacks alone, without 
legislative accomplishments or a con- 
structive program, victory can be won

It is not only that President Eisen- 
hower and Senator McCarthy speak a 
different political language; they are 
also, at the moment, pursuing a dif- 
ferent political strategy, 

This newspaper believes in Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s approach, with its insistence on 
a sound, forward-looking program as 
the basis of next year’s appeal to the 
voters. It shares, therefore, his sense 
of uneasiness at some of the things that 
are being said. 

None of the press conference ques- 
tions touched on the propriety of Mr. 
Scott McLeod’s taking to the stump. 
This is surprising, for here, it seems to 
us, a real issue in regard to partisanship 
is involved. 

Mr. McLeod is a high State Depart- 
ment official, charged with responsibil- 
ity for enforcing its security program. 
He is in a quasi-judicial position; cer- 
tainly his rulings and his counsels 
should be free from any taint of parti- 
sanship. 

By embarking on a political tour he 
is raising a question as to his usefulness 
in the job. This example suggests that 
it is important where politics goes, as 
well as how far it goes. 

The vituperation of a political speech 
may be soon forgotten; but the effects 
linger dangerously if a spirit of vituper- 
ation penetrates parts of the govern- 
ment that should remain detached and 
fair-minded.

PRICE ATTACKS 
GOP. BILL ON 
LUMBER LANDS 


He Terms Proposal In- 
volving Private Firms 
Special Interest Legis- 
lation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—The 
Elisworth bill, which would per- 
mit large lumber organizations 
to obtain national forest lands in 
exchange for lumber holdings 
acquired by the Federal Govern- 
ment, was attacked in the House 
of Representatives today by 
Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), East St. Louis, as spe- 
cial interest legislation. 

The bill, by Harris Ellsworth 
(Rep.), Oregon, has been report- 
ed out by the Interior Commit- 
tee ‘and is awaiting action. 

Price charged that the Agri- 
culture Department, yielding to 
pressure from the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
National Association of Lumber 


an unfavorable report on the 
bill 


Cites Forest Service View. 

Moreover, Price said, the 
United States Forest Service, in 
the Department of Agriculture, 
still opposes the bill but cannot 
speak up because of “orders 
from. the top echelon in the De- 
partment of Agriculture.” 

The loophole in the bill, Price 
said, is its provision for public 
hearings in advance of an ex- 
change of lumber lands, with 
the final decision on whether 
the exchange is to be consum- 
mated left not with the Forest 
Service but with whatever fed- 
eral agency is acquiring ex- 
changed land, usually the Bureau 
of Reclamation or the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

“There_is growing evidence,” 
Price said, “that this is an Ad- 
ministration bent on distributing 
our national resources to pri- 
vate interests. Most of the 
‘blessings’ are based on actions 
which do not come to the atten- 
tion of Congress. They come 
around through changes in pol- 
icy here and there in the execu- 
tive departments, in new inter- 
pretations of the law, and in 
| new rulings for regulatory agen- 
cies such as the Federal Power 
Commission.” 

Requires Congress Approval. 

The timberland exchange,

'be passed on by Congress and 
| should be defeated there, Price 
said.

G.0.P. NAME-CALLING 


Thinks Labeling Democrats 
‘Party of Treason’ Is an 
‘Outrageous’ Attack. 


_ Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt said 
here yesterday that Republican 


attacks on the Democratic party 


ag “the party of treason” are 
“outrageous.” 

In an interview at Union Sta- 
tion, where she stopped briefly 
between trains, Mrs. Roosevelt 
remarked that “the sad thing is 
that we have grown accustomed 
to using words about our fellow 
citizens such as ‘treason’ and 
‘traitor.’ ” 


Use of those words in political 
fights ig out of the category of 
“ordinary” name-calling, much 
of which can be taken for 
granted, she said. 


The’ widow of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, now on a lecture tour, 
has been spending most of her 
time for the last year as a vol- 
unteer worker for the Amer- 
ican Association for the United 
Nations, after serving for seven 
years as a U.N, delegate for the 
United States. 

Considerable progress is be- 
ing made by the association, 
which now has state chairmen 
in 40 states, compared with 12 
last year, she said. Its purpose, 
she added, is to bring “as much 
information about the U.N. as 
possible to Americans.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt declared that 
such an organization is neces- 
sary to combat attacks made 
against the U.N. 

“One of the main sources of 
attack is Facts Forum, which 
has an unlimited amount of 
money-——that and other appar- 
ently very rich organizations,” 
she said. Facts Forum is a radio- 
television program series spon- 
sored by H. L. Hunt, a Texas 
oil millionaire. 

On the subject of the 1954 
congressional elections, Mrs. 
Roosevelt said she thought 
“much of the desire for a 
change that showed itself in the 
last election” has disappeared, 
but she added it was difficult to 
say whether this would mean a 
Democratic victory this year. 

As to Democratic prospects 
in 1956 if Adlai Stevenson again 
is the party’s nominee for 
President, she 
marked that 1956 Is “a long way 
off” and “a lot can happen be- 
fore then.”

i Soviet Swept - Wing,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
~—Senator Symington (Dem.), 
Missouri, told the Senate yester- 
day that ‘“‘we may now be look- 
ing down the barrel of a possible 
intercontinental attack” by new 
types of Russian long range 
bombers. 

Symington; former Secretary 
of the Air, said that if it is true, 
as reported, that the »doviet 
have* swept-wing, turbo-prop 


bombers in squadron service in [| 


northern Russia, their atomic 
potential may be greater than 
ours. 

He asserted this country does 
not have “‘a single modern long 
range bomber wing in action.” 

Symington noted that Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson had said 
last Oct. 6 that “it will take the 
Russians three years to get 
either the aircraft or a drop- 
pable bomb to deliver a hydro- 
gen attack on the United 
States.” 

“Many people believe the So- 
viets are ahead of us in the 
development of the hydrogen 
bomb,” Symington said. “I do 
not know about that, but I do 
know that any statement made 
by the <defense) department to 
the effect ‘it will take the Rus- 
sians at least three years to get 
the aircraft to Geliver an attack 
on the United States’ was incor- 
rect.” 

He called on the Administra- 
tion for frank information 
“about the strength of our pos- 
sible enemy.” 


Carney Says U.S. Must Be Ready 
for Atom or Non-Atom War. 

NEWPORT, R.1L, Feb. 16 (AP) 
-~—-Adm. Robert B. Carney said 
today the United States must be 
ready regardless of whether an- 
other war is fought with nuclear 
bombs or bamboo spears. 

“I cannot, nor can anyone 
else, forecast the blueprint for 
an ultimate showdown: of the 
nations now in ideological con- 
flict,” said Carney, the Navy's 
top officer and member of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, in an ad- 
dress prepared for the Naval 
War College. 

He voiced certainty of only 
one thing—the expanding mili- 
tary strength of Russia, includ- 
ing what he said was the unob- 
trusive emergence of the Soviet 
Union “as the second strongest 
naval power in terms of the 
number of ships in commission, 
second only to the United 
States.” 

As some other officials of the 
Navy and Army have done, Car- 
ney noted a possibility that an- 
other war could be without use 
of atomic weapons. He said: 

“What sort of war do we have 
in mind? If we are honest with 
ourselves, we will acknowledge 
that there are big wars, little 
wars; atomic wars and perhaps 
non-atomic wars. What can we 


“If the answer is ‘atoms!’ 
that is one thing. Were the 
criterion to be ‘no atoms!’ we 
are militarily right back where 
we started.... 

“It is entirely conceivable that 
we might see a limited use of 
atomic weapons. Or—we might 
see, as has so far been the case 
with chemical and _ bacteriologi- 
cal warfare, a nuclear stalemate 
with both sides refraining for 
fear of retaliation. 

“Confronted with great uncer- 
tainty in this respect, I see no 
alternative but to hedge our 
strategic bets, ready to rush into 
the future, but-also prepared to 
meet, and rely on, the methods 
of the recent past... .”

Speaks Up 
A Hotel With Personality — 
By Adele Starbird 


AM always looking for a hotel to fall in love with, a 
hotel with personality, something that sets it apart from 
all other hostelries. I have found only a few, and tiHey 
were in the most unlikely places. 


Hotels are like people. 
They may be excellent and 
commendable, and still 
have no endearing quality. 
Or they may have flaws 
and be nonetheless en- 
chanting. When you find 
excellence and charm to- 
gether, you are lucky. 

I had not expected 
much of the Chatham in 
Montego Bay, Jamaica. In 


chiefly because it was $14 
a day, as against $30 for 
the other. 

I succumbed to its 
charm the minute we 
turned into the drive. It 
is a long low white hotel 
set in beautiful grounds, not pretentious but attractive. 
An English family owns and operates it. 
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I LIKED THE FOOD and the service and the leisurely 
clientele which included very few tourists like myself. But 
most of all I liked and was amused by the view from my 
room on the ground floor, just a bit of lawn enclosed by a 
clipped hedge. It looked like England. Even the clump of 
oleanders just beyond the hedge seemed under control, 
though they were in full bloom. As for two coconut palms 
growing in a meadow, they had an air of discretion rather 
quaint for the tropics. 

Early the next morning I saw the proprietress cutting 
very fine tea-roses. And I noticed that the flower beds 
that bordered the walks held hollyhocks, marigolds and 
four o’clocks, 

There is no doubt about it. The English do leave their 
impress wherever they go. I have always maintained that 
Nice has not yet recovered from the Edwardian Occupa- 
tion. The servants still show an admirable discipline which 
has nothing Gallic, a certain restraint and precision. And 
at the Chatham in Jamaica, the Negro servants were as 

British as the flower beds. 
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IN FACT, THE WHOLE ISLAND looks flourishing and 
well cared for. The flowers in Kingston were the most 
beautiful I saw anywhere; the Hope Gardens would have 
justified the trip, had there been nothing else to visit. I 
was interested in the six-year-old University College of the 
British West Indies, with its low, functional buildings. It 
has about 350 students drawn from varous islands, and is 
administered from England. 


There is talk of federating the British West Indies with 
dominion status. They already have a common currency. 
Federation, however, will be difficult, for there is consid- 
erable rivalry between the islands. 

The Jamaicans were quite stirred at the beginning of 
this year because the Chief Minister of Barbados was to 
be called henceforth the Premier. One newspaper offered 
polite congratulations to Barbados, another indicated that 
the new title was pretentious and ridiculous. But I think 
the Jamaicans will never rest until their Chief Minister 
also becomes the Premier. 
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IT TOOK FIVE HOURS to drive from Kingston on 
one coast to Montego Bay on the other. The roads were 
good, the scenery magnificent. I was impressed by the 
quality of the cattle that browsed on the Guinea grass 
along the road; they were good stock and sleek. : 

We stopped for lunch at the Tower Isle Hotel, famous 
for its food, its location, and its Zouave band which plays 
beside the swimming pool. 


Montego Bay was the end of the trip for me. From 
that town Delta runs a through plane to St. Louis. As we 
flew north from New Orleans, the brown bare fields and 
woods seemed strange. There was snow in Memphis. A 
sharp wind whipped through Lambert Field. But I was 
home and nothing else mattered.

“Compose” and “Pose”—a poser! 
UR simple word, “compose,” 
may be said to be something 
of a poser. It is composed 

of course, of the prefix with the 
verb “poser.” The prefix signi- 
fying together, and “poser,” to 
place, “compose” signifies the act 
of forming something by placing 
certain elements together.

We have “pose” through the 
French word, but it goes back 
to the Latin “pausare,” which is 
to pause.

Afraid of the Dark

cor HIS letter concerns our only child, a boy, who is 
3 years old,” a mother writes. “He has never been 
afraid of the dark, the so-called boogie-man, etc., 
up to this time. 

“The past few weeks, my 4-year-old niece and her baby 
sister came to visit us, and the 4-year-old and our son slept 
together a few nights. 

“My niece talked occasionally about the sandman com- 
ing at night, and ever since she left, our son is so afraid 
that he wakes up in the middle of the night crying and 
tells me that someone is coming and that he wants to come 
and sleep with us. At first, we thought this was just his 
way of wanting to sleep with us and paid no attention to 
him, as we didn’t want to start this. However, he still acts 
terrified, and upon waking during the night screeches, and 
keeps looking around at the walls and windows and telling 
me something is coming.”

She continues: “Both his father and I have tried to 
talk to him and have given him affection, thinking per- 
haps a feeling of security would help; we turn the lights 
on so he can see there’s no one there, and I’ve even 
spanked him. 

“We wonder if he doesn’t want to sleep in his crib 
and wants a big bed instead, Last night we brought him 
into bed with us, because he was so frightened, but nat- 
urally we don’t want to make this a habit.”

IT’S TOO BAD that this problem came up with your 
son, because he seemed to be getting on so well. He might 
have normally come into this awareness and even fear of 
the dark which is usual at 3 or 4 years. But unfortunately 
he was stimulated into it prematurely by your niece and 
then was left alone without her help. Therefore, we think 
you need to respect his fear even more, treat it sym- 
pathetically, try to help him get over it, and not spank him 
for his behavior. 

Taking him into your own bed when he is frightened, 
of course, is comforting, but you are quite right to fear that 
it might get to be a habit. It is better to do that than to 
allow him to remain terrified, but it is probably not the 
most desirable solution. 

Would he like to take one of his favorite stuffed ani- 
mals to bed with him? Or some favorite object—a car, a 
train, a handkerchief—whatever he chooses.

HAVE YOU THOUGHT of trying some simple night 
light for him? Do not dwell on the sandman (or what- 
ever), but give him the light and say that nothing can 
bother him while he has the light. A new kind of light 
which has proved very successful with many is in the form 
of a little candle, and at the top is a round bulb inside 
of which is a little dog, ship, flower, etc., etc. This lights 
up very slightly as you plug it in.

Thief Used Many Disguises in His Work, but Beer Bottle Ballast in Suitcase Finally Trapped Him

T WAS a hot July day in 1929 

and all of us were in shirt 

sleeves. As a detective-con- 
stable clerk 1 was helping to file 
records of convicted men and 
women, cross-indexing methods 
of crime, aliases, friends, favor- 
ite taverns, peculiarities. 

Yet I was discontented. After 
five years as a detective, solving 
two murders, a serious forgery, 
larceniés, having passed my tech- 
nical examination for sergeant, 
it was depressing to be suddenly 
posted as clerk to a routine desk 
in the Scotland Yard Criminal 
Record Office. 

I comforted myself by piecing 
together the case history of an 
unknown criminal, whom I later 
nicknamed “Lon Chaney—the 
Man of a Thousand Faces.” 

The suspect was a dark-haired 
young man with a Ronald Col- 
man mustache, describing him- 
self as an auditor. He had paid 
rent in advance for rooms at 
three boarding houses, pillaged 
every occupant, and departed 
unseen. His total loot was 
valued at 1100 pounds. I copied 
the details and yawned. 

A few days later another re- 
port from Suffolk. A middle- 
aged Irishman, hair gray, walrus 
mustache, representing himself 
as a building contractor, had 
robbed two private hotels of a 
total of 800 pounds. I went to 
the “Modus Operandi” Index to 
enter the “method of crime.” 

Three previous entries showed 
that men of vastly differing de- 
scriptions had committed larce- 
nies at high-class boarding 
houses. Each man had arrived 
with two heavy suitcases, paid 
a week’s rent in advance, robbed 
every room in each house, pre- 
sumably +lowered his suitcases 
filled with loot through the win- 
dow, and departed. None of 
the men left fingerprints. 

There were no clues except, 
surprisingly, some abandoned 
full beer bottles, with which the 
suitcases had been weighted. 

The next week I received a 
report from Straffordshire po- 
lice. This time a fair-haired 
young man, velvet bow tie, ef- 
feminate manner, describing 
himself as an art student, had 
robbed two boarding houses in 
Burslem, a private hotel in 
Stoke-on-Trent, a furnished suite 
in a block of Stafford flats—a 
total of 1400 pounds.

Now what was this? A gang?

Or a wizard of dis- 
guise? I began to get really 
interested in this paper-and-pen- 
cil, slide rule, statistical method 
of crime detettion. I spent a 
fascinating afternoom copying 
full details of these cases in my 
private notebook. 

The Criminal Record Office 
had suddenly become a most ex- 
citing place to work tn. Surely 
only one thief would think to 
ballast his suitcases with full 
beer bottles? 

As the months went by, my 
“Lon Chaney of the Thousand 
Faces” continued to dodge ad- 
roitly from one police area into 
the next, and always his disguise 
altered. Also those full beer 
bottles keep cropping up. Like 
an enthusiastic stamp collector 
I kept adding new facts. 

In April 1930, my promotion 
to detective-sergeant arrived. As 
a souvenir I took my private 
notebook on the “Beer-Bottle 
Burglar” with me, arrived at 
Marylebone Police Station, was 
interviewed by the Divisional 
Superintendent, and introduced 
to the other officers. 

Then the telephone rang. 

“Better answer it, Sgt. Fabian,” 
said the inspector humorously. 
“You're used to desk work.” 

It was the proprietress of a 
boarding house in Northumber- 
land place, just opposite Madame 
Tussaud's Waxworks. 

“We've had a burglar,” she 
said. “Please come quickly.”

I went to the tall, pillared 
house, rented out as bachelor 
apartments, and was admitted 
by a uniformed hall porter. The 
proprietress met me, agitated.

VERY dectarer past the be-

from attacking that suit, but few 
declarers realize that the best 
way to do this in many cases 
is to conceal the strength of an- 
other suit. 

Here is how an expert de- 
clarer may do this: 

South, dealer.

West’s lead was normal—his 
fourth-highest diamond. De- 
clarer scanned the dummy 
swiftly — then played the 10 
from the board and, when East 
played low, the ace from his 
own hand. 

South then laid down the king 
of clubs, and West reacted pre- 
cisely as South had hoped. Ap- 
parently, declarer had started 
with the blank A-K of diamonds 
and had played the honor from 
dummy in the hope of mouse- 
trapping the queen from East, 
So West led another low dia- 
mond, confident that it would 
force out South’s king. He was 
shocked when the jack held the 
trick and South proceeded to 
run off the clubs, four hearts 
AND the king of diamonds. 

Now observe what certainly 
would have happened if South 
had “normally” taken the first 
trick with dummy’s 10 of dia- 
monds. When West got in with 
the ace of clubs he would not 
even consider another diamond 
lead—why butt his head against 
a stone wall? He would natural- 
ly shift to spades — and that 
would be most distressing to 
South! 

Needless to say, South 
couldn’t know where the black 
aces lay, but his first-trick cam- 
ouflage play was excellent in- 
surance.
